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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: even a chip that has been thinned by (according 
to applicant 20 percent) is within the scop of applicant's limitation, "rennaining at least approxinnately the same," because the phrase "a 
least" presupposes there is variance past "approximately the same." Therefore a chip that is thinned is within the scope of at least 
approxianmately the same. While applicant has asserted that that the chip's thickness has been reduced approximately 20 percent, 
applicant has not provided any support for its proposition except to cite drawings which cannot be relied on for exact measurements 
unless drawn to scale. Furethermore, because applicant has not defined a specific range for "at least approxiamtely the same " a thinned 
chip is viewed to be within the scope of the claim.
